In regard to applicant's arguments about claiming "inanimate" and "animate" objects in 
claims 26b, 29b and 30f, applicant will appreciably realize that applicant's specification 
failed/fails to describe/define as to what said terms/recitations/words meant and what 
objects/elements etc. were/are encompassed. Moreover, since the two terms/recitations were not 
supported by the original specification, same were/are considered new matter. 

Furthermore, the claims elements recite: an inanimate and animate object capable of 
performing an assignment, which is not supported by the specification, page 17, lines 27-30. 
For argument's sake, for instance, "office space" may be thought of as inanimate, but it is not 
capable of performing an assignment owing to its very nature of inertness. 

Finally, the terms inanimate and animate have a specific/particular definition/meaning in 
the relevant art, according to which even a "human" object is inanimate when it is in inert/still 
position, like a human picture/photo in a fi-ame. On the other hand, it will be animate when the 
human picture/photo is programmed or made by any means to perform/show a kind of 
steps/motion/emotion etc.. 

For the adverted reasons, the proposed after-final amendment raises new issues and also 
fails to place the application in better form for appeal. Since, entering the proposed amendment 
will materially increase rather than reduce the issues for appeals.
